Court justices, university presi- 
dents, Nobel laureates, and

“Meg is a scholar, leader and 
activist who combines warmth 
and wit with a deep commitment 
to make the world a better place. 
We couldn't be prouder to have 
her represent Agnes Scott and her 
country as a Marshall Scholar,” 
said Agnes Scott President 
Elizabeth Kiss. 

Beyer, who is majoring in both 
sociology and anthropology and 
women’s studies, wants to study 
efforts to combat sex trafficking, 
the importation of women to 


wealthy countries such as the US. 
or Britain to work as forced prosti- 


tutes or sex slaves. Her graduate 
research will build on her involve- 
ment with anti-trafficking efforts 
in Atlanta. 

Beyer plans to attend the 
University of Nottingham to 
study with Vanessa Munro, a soci- 
olegal theorist who specializes in 
feminist legal issues. Munro is also

Agnes Scott Recognized for 
Prodigious Fulbright Awards

Scott 
College is 
one of the 
top producers 
of US. 
Fulbright 
Scholars for 
2009-2010 in 
the country. 
The college, 


with an Cozzens 
enrollment of 
approximately 880 students, had 
four Fulbright scholars for 2009- 
2010. These four were selected from 
seven applicants, giving the college 
an acceptance rate of about 57 per- 
cent—the second highest percent- 
age among undergraduate institu- 
tions. 

"It's very telling that Agnes Scott 
produces almost as many 
Fulbright Scholars as top universi- 


ties with 10 or 20 times the num- 
ber of students. Our students are 
encouraged to explore global 
issues and diverse cultures and 
equipped with the academic and 
leadership skills they need to 
excel as Fulbright scholars all 
around the world,” said Agnes 
Scott President Elizabeth Kiss. 
The Fulbright Program is a flag- 
ship international educational 
exchange program sponsored by 
the U.S. government and 
designed “to increase mutual 
understanding between the people 
of the United States and the peo- 
ple of other countries.” Since its 
establishment in 1946 the 
Fulbright Program has provided 
almost 300,000 participants— 
chosen for their academic merit 
and leadership potential—with 
the opportunity to study, teach

difficulties she'd face as a woman living in 

Afghanistan when she arrived in March 2009. 
Nonetheless, she was convinced the country, which 
has been largely at war since Soviet occupation in the 
1980s, was a place where her skills and tenacity were 
desperately needed. 

McCoy arrived in Herat, Afghanistan, after a seven- 
month stint in Rwanda, ready to organize an agricul- 
tural group devoted to improving the farming tech- 
niques of people who are generally impoverished. 

While she loves her work with the farmers, adjust- 
ing to life in Afghanistan was both easier and more 
difficult as a result of her time at Agnes Scott. 

"We aren't allowed to walk outside and basically 
need approval for any movement. And we have a 
midnight curfew—not that we've anywhere to go,” 
McCoy said. “Life is really all about work here. 

“In general, | would say ASC taught me fearlessness 
when working in cultures where women might get 
less respect that in the States. The culture is a bit 
counter, I suppose, to all my ASC teachings, but | 
enjoy being part of a community, like a workplace or 
small village, and seeing the beauty of the culture 
and their religious faith,” she said. 

McCoy studied international relations with an 
emphasis on Africa and French while at Agnes Scott. 
Her interest in developing countries was piqued by 
Catherine Scott, professor of political science, and 
she joined the Peace Corps after graduation. 

Thanks to her French proficiency McCoy was sent 
to Morocco, where she developed a love of Muslim 
culture. Determined to continue and enrich her mis- 
sion to help those in developing countries, she 
obtained an environmental science degree at George 
Mason University. 

After graduating, she won a Catholic Relief Services 
International Development Fellowship in Rwanda, 
where she spent seven months creating a proposal to 
improve maternal and child health in the country. 

McCoy was then assigned to Afghanistan to work 
with the Catholic Relief Services’ Afghanistan pro- 
ject. She manages a group of 30 permanent staff and 
30 part-time/temporary workers that provide training 
and support to help rural farmers grow better crops, 
raise healthier animals and pool resources and sell 
their items collectively in markets. The program's 
goal is to improve the incomes of farmers while also

producing more local food for the Afghani people. 

"I've been pleased by how strong our Afghan staff 
is. | really can focus on larger program management 
issues and guide them without having to micro-man- 
age’ McCoy said. 

The crops she's helping them harvest are familiar: 
wheat, strawberry, eggplant, tomato and okra. 
Keeping chickens in Decatur is certainly not unheard 
of. But in Afghanistan, the emphasis is less about 
concern about over-processed food, and more on sus- 
tenance. Catholic Social Services estimates that 35 
percent of Afghanistan's population is chronically 
underfed. 

Farmers there frequently lack newer resources, such 
as improved seeds, or knowledge about latest farming 
methods. They frequently over fertilize crops and

don't use the most efficient spacing between plants, 
McCoy said. These problems, combined with an 
already challenging terrain and difficult distribution, 
contribute to significant food shortages in the region 

Afghanistan's political climate is yet another chal- 
lenge for the farmers, though the area McCoy works 
in is somewhat removed from much of the publicized 
conflict in the region. 

“We couldn't implement a program like ours in 
Kandahar or Helmand—places where a lot of the 
media attention is focused and security constraints 
are immense. In terms of security, the August elec- 
tion and the subsequent lack of results were a huge 
constraint, but now that we do actually have a final 
result, there have been huge improvements in our 
ability to move about,” McCoy said. 

Despite these challenges, McCoy relishes her work 
and the tangible results she and her team have 
achieved. 

“We went out to see women beneficiaries of a poul- 
try distribution recently and one of the women 
emphasized how much the program has helped 


increase her income.

Their backgrounds were incredibly 
diverse, from growing up in the states 
a transplanted Iranian, to a physics 
major who formerly worked for 
NASA. (Ironically, both had English 
teachers who advised them to choose 
other career paths.) 


Khosravis teacher recommended she 
not pursue TV news because of her 
accent; Lowry’s said it would be nearly 
sinful for someone as scientifically gift- 
ed as Lowry not choose physics, 
because there were too few women in 


the field. 


So, it would seem being single-mind- 
ed and true to one’s self is a plus, too. 
Both got past it and wound up being 
extremely successful in global news, a 
field Lowry described as “a crazy mix 
of business, creativity and technolo- 
gy—does it get any better?” 


The panel also illustrated that work- 
ing for CNN doesn't mean you have 
to be good with a microphone. Trish 
Jones is a lawyer who brought 20 
years of legal experience with her; 
Rhonda Holt is a digital media expert 
who worked at IBM, Cisco and Dell 
before coming to Turner. 


Powell got many laughs from the 
audience and her fellow panelists as 
she ruefully described her father— 
whose expectations for his daughter 
were to get married and have children. 


Period. 


“Women and success were not part of 
his world,” she said. One skill her dad 
did inspire? “I learned to ignore people 
who say stupid things,” Powell said. 
“You need that in corporate America.” 


"Words can destroy you or you can 
ignore them,” she said. “You learn to 
roll your eyes at those people, even if 
you have to do it privately.” 


Powell did marry and does have chil- 
dren. One career choice, technically a 
demotion, was to move back from Los 
Angeles to the east coast because she 
felt having her children nearer to fami- 
ly was important 


The “balance” question did arise, and 
most of the panel agreed the work-life 
split is better viewed on a yearly 
rather than daily, basis. 


Susan Grant, a Vassar alum who is 
also on ASCs Board of Visitors, said 
although she thrives on the job, it can 
be consuming. Occasionally, it comes 
down to be willing to sacrifice for 
something worthwhile. 


“| can't imagine working for another 
news company. (CNN's) a real place 
with real values,” she said. “And I say 
that not because | drank the Kool- 
Aid." 

“You MADE the Kool-Aid," cracked 
one of her colleagues. 

Lowry, who works with social media 
and virtual experience, said, “Most of 
my job is about getting people to 
think differently.” She feels CNN 
missed capitalizing on AOL's audience 
early in the ‘90s merger, which ended 


badly. 


“The broadcast model is so yester- 
day," she said. “We missed the social 
part of the Web.” 


However, Turner and CNN are still 
empires of news and entertainment, 
which for a tech employee can be a 
perfect defense against boredom and 
burnout. 


“| never know what it's going to be 
when I walk into work,” Holt said. “It 
may be breaking news that has our site 
teetering ... but never failing! Or it 
may be a game. | may have this mob 
of nine-year-olds mad at me because 
something on Cartoon Network isn't 
working.”

Scottie Book Month was born of our efforts to answer 
the question, “What can Agnes Scott do for you?” How 
can the college help our alumnae connect not only to 
one another but also to the joy of learning at the heart 
of the Agnes Scott experience? It was exciting to see 
how much alumnae of all ages relished a chance to think 
and learn together. We hope to make Scottie Book 
Month a tradition and are exploring other ideas: a new 
Master of Arts in Liberal Studies program, alumnae 
gatherings by major, and networking and professional 
development events with alumnae from other women’s 
colleges.

Invest Yourself in Its Success 


ne recent morning as | was sipping my 

first cup of coffee, a headline on the 

front page of the Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution jolted me awake: 

"Women’s colleges still flourishing.” The 
cover story of the AJC began with an Agnes 
Scott junior, Kelsey Shaul, who had no 
intention of going to a women’s college 
until she visited and experienced ASC cam- 
pus life. What followed was a great endorse- 
ment of women's colleges in general, and 
Agnes Scott in particular. 

The article quotes college leaders who 
credit their survival and increased enroll- 
ment to four factors: aggressive recruiting, 
strong academics, support from alums, and 
new programs. This is exactly the formula 
that Agnes Scott used this past year to 
attract one of the largest first-year classes 
(237) in the history of the college. The 
Alumnae Board has been working to ensure 
that alumnae continue to support the col- 
lege's efforts to attract quality young women 


to the campus—and 
retain them. Achieving 
this goal requires 
engaging our 12,000 
alums around the world 
and revitalizing their 
interest in ASC. 

This summer, the 
board adopted a new 
committee structure 
that aligned our activi- 
ties more closely with 
the college's new strate-

gic goals. | want to mention three new ones. 


First is the Recruitment Committee. 
President Kiss has suggested ways that 
alums can help with recruitment, including 
identifying and encouraging prospective 
students, interviewing those outside Atlanta 
and helping with events for prospective stu- 
dents. This committee will be working on 
creative ways to jump-start these activities. 
Second is the Retention Committee. 
Historically, Agnes Scott has seen classes 


diminish significantly by senior year. We 
want to help reduce this attrition rate by 
having alums become more active in student 
life. In August, Alumnae Board members 
helped new students move into their resi- 
dence halls. In October, alums participated 
in ASC 101, a required orientation series for 
new students. Two different alums attended 
each of the six sessions hosted by the 
Office of Alumnae Relations, talking about 
their life at Agnes Scott and beyond. These 
interactions have introduced students early 
to interesting women who have preceded 
them. Many of us also participate in career 
activities on campus or via the Career 
Network on Alumnet. This committee plans 
to offer more opportunities for alumnae 
interaction with students, either in person 
or virtually. 

Third is the Re-engagement Committee, 
designed to bring alums into closer contact 
with the college and each other. Ideas are 
flowing for ways to do this, including 
encouraging mini-reunions, continuing 


education and social networking pages such 
as Facebook and Twitter for alumnae. The 
first annual Scottie Book Month in October 
was a smashing success, thanks to the hard 
work of the Office of Alumnae Relations. 
Book discussions of the first-year class’ 
required reading, Einsteins Dreams, by Alan 
Lightman, drew enthusiastic groups of 
alums in 57 cities. For some this was the 
first ASC event they had attended since 
graduation many years earlier. This commit- 
tee will be looking for other creative ways 
to re-engage alums with the college and 
their peers. 

Stay tuned for new ways in which you can 
interact with the college and its students.

"She's the second wife of a very 
old man; the first wife died and 
so | think she's caring for all the 
children,” McCoy said. “I 
absolutely love the work and get 
at least as much as | receive.” 

During her time in Afghanistan, 
McCoy's appreciation of Muslim 
culture has deepened. 


“It's hard to explain—I just real- 
ly love the Muslim culture. | like 
never having to deal with inap- 
propriate male attention—you're 
treated like a sister,” she said. “If 
one can get past the negative 
stereotypes, women see them- 
selves as having a specific role in 
their lives. Yes, it's assigned to 
them, but they are incredibly 
proud of the role they play. In a 
way, | feel like the things | have 
to struggle with/decide as a 
Western woman— (Should | stay 
in Afghanistan with the work | 
love, or have children and focus 
more on my home life?) aren't 
options for them and, in a way, it 
makes their lives easier.” 


"At the same time, | could never 
live their lives. I'd go mad with 
the lack of freedom,” she added. 

There are some things McCoy 
misses about the states. She miss- 
es her husband, who she sees 
about four times a year at their 
home in Alexandria, Va. 


McCoy also misses central 
heating during the cold winters 
and being able to pick up the 
phone and call friends and family 
when she's feeling down (There's 
a 9.5-hour time difference). 


McCoy said she expects to stay 
in Afghanistan for another year, 
and has no plans to move back to 
the ULS. in the near future. She 
hopes to make good use of her 
French and Arabic with her next 
project. 


"A lot of where | go will depend 
on where the openings are and 
what type of work I'd do. I enjoy 
the work here so much, though, 
and am trying to learn the local 
Persian dialect (Dari), so | could 
see myself staying on,” she said.

and conduct research, exchange 
ideas and contribute to finding 
solutions to shared international 
concerns. 

Three of the college's Fulbright 
Scholars are serving as assistant 
English teachers in various parts 
of the world. Kelley Bledsoe of 
Arlington, Va., class of 2009, is 
teaching in Taiwan; Linnette 
Franco of Lawrenceville, Ga., 
class of 2008, is teaching in 
Spain; and Sarah Mecholsky of 
Gainesville, Fla., class of 2009, is 
teaching in Indonesia. A fourth 
Fulbright Scholar, Molly Roza 
of Roseville, Calif., class of 
2009, is conducting research in 
modern history in Austria. 

Agnes Scott's Fulbright success 
runs parallel to one of the col- 
lege's core commitments—to 
encourage students to become 
responsible citizens of the 
world. More than half of the 
college's students will study 
abroad before they graduate. 

“It's a chance to spend a year 
immersed in another culture and 
to not only represent your cul- 
ture and country but to see it 
from the perspective of others. 
In this day of globalization and 
internationalization, living 
abroad is enlightening and 
rewarding in countless ways for 
students,” said Christine 
Cozzens, Fulbright program 
adviser and professor of English 
at Agnes Scott. “At Agnes Scott, 
we have experienced, and we 
encourage, a surge in interest in 
international experience of all 
kinds." 

Under the Fulbright program 
this year, 1,559 American stu- 
dents in more than 100 different 
fields of study have been offered 
grants to study, teach English 
and conduct research in more 
than 125 countries throughout 
the world. 

The Fulbright Program is spon- 
sored by the United States 
Department of State, Bureau of 
Educational and Cultural Affairs. 
Financial support is provided by 
an annual appropriation from 
Congress to the Department of 
State, with significant contribu- 
tions from participating govern- 
ments and host institutions in 
the United States and abroad. 

The list of top producing 
Fulbright colleges and universi- 
ties was announced in the 
Oct. 19 edition of The Chronicle of 
Higher Education.

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The World As Seen Through a Scotties Lens 
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Feicht Sails Through Life and Across the Atlantic, But Turkey Is Home 


en Agnes Scott adopted 
the tagline “The World for 
Women" in the late ‘90s, it 
didn't have Ruth Feicht ‘86 in mind, 
but she could easily serve as its poster 
girl. 

Feicht and her husband, lain 
Sommerville, bought their boat 
Bizim in 2006 and became 
acquainted with how she handled 
in the Seattle/Lake Union/Puget 
Sound area. Less than two years 
later, they were the sole crew— 
captain and mate—on a trip of 
nearly 4,000 nautical miles across 
the Atlantic Ocean. They raised 
anchor May 11, 2008, in St. 
Martin and sailed to Bermuda and 
the Azores before arriving about 
six weeks later in Lagos, Portugal, 
on June 23. 

These days Turkey is their home- 
port. Feicht is a sharp, blue-eyed, 
straight shooter who made her 
fortune in telecoms but also was in 
on the ground floor with IBt, 
International Brachytherapy, a 
company that developed a radia- 
tion therapy delivery system that 
attacks cancerous cells, but spares 
healthy ones. In 2004, she stepped 
down as president of IBt's U.S. 
subsidiary, and now in her ‘40s 
says she's in “her first retirement.” 

Sailing can be glamorous and 
fun, but in this case a sense of per- 
spective illustrates their achieve- 
ment. Their 42-foot Mal6é occa- 
sionally crossed shipping lanes

with freighters 20 times its size. 
Even though Feicht and her 
spouse were methodical in plot- 
ting their routes and switched off 
for night shifts to captain, Feicht 
wrote vividly in her travel blog 
about a close call with a massive 
vessel that could have plowed over 
the Bizum without a hiccup. A 
freighter the size of an aircraft car- 
rier is hard to turn on a dime. 
"When | went down at 2:45 
a.m.," she wrote, “I saw a ship on 


the screen about 14 nautical miles 
from us that was going to pass 
within one mile of us. It scared the 
crap out of me, but | hailed them 
on the radio and they responded 
that they saw us ... no prob- 

lem. Then they changed their 
course to give us a wider 

berth. They passed about two nau- 
tical miles off our starboard bow. | 
was much more diligent about 
checking from then on.” 

There are a number of interesting 
contradictions in Feicht's voyage 
and her life. 

She loves sailing, but battles sea- 
sickness. And while she enthusias- 
tically visits a lot of non-touristy 
world destinations, she defines 
herself as someone who needs 
geographical roots—'! need to 
know the name of my dry cleaner,” 
is how she puts it. 

As a psychology major, Feicht 
loved Professor Ayse Carden, with 
whom she spent nearly two years 
doing research in Turkey. Carden 
grew up in Istanbul, graduated 
from Agnes Scott in 1966 and 
later returned to teach for 25 
years. An interesting intersection 
with Feicht's life and career is 
found within her 1986 indepen- 
dent study paper: it's on homesick- 
ness, an examination of how cul- 
tural and social factors influence 
the degree to which one suffers. It 
involved two population sets of 
first-year college students, 
American and Turkish. 

“We sort of used homesickness as 
a bridge between big transitions,” 
Feicht said. "Homesickness allows 
you to value what you left.” 

The melancholy and feeling like 
no place could beat home is “a 
bridging function between the 
place you left and the place you're 
going now,” she said. “Folks who 
don't suffer any homesickness are 
in my opinion just as odd as peo- 
ple who suffer so badly they can't 
function.” 

Essentially, both those who fall 
apart because they can't bridge 
from former connections, and 
those who don't suffer at all 
because they never make lasting 
linkages are equally aberrant. 

Before her death in 2004, Carden 
and her husband established the

Ayse I. Carden Alumna-in- 
Residence Program. It brings 
alumnae who majored in psychol- 
ogy ora related science and have 
international experience back to 
campus. 

"| used to joke about it, if it 
weren't for Ayse, I'd probably be a 
lawyer in D.C. in politics,” Feicht 
said. “I think, ‘Phew! Dodged a 
bullet there!’ This is a much better 
deal. | wanted to study law, and | 
still find the Constitution about 
the most fascinating document I've 
ever read.” 

Feicht was the third Carden 
Alumna-in-Residence in 2005, 
soon after she stepped down as

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president of IBt. She says the skills 
she learned as a psych major were 
translatable and crucial to shrewd 
marketing: theory, statistics, test 
building, design experiments and 
isolating variables. She had 
worked with BellSouth and as a 
communications consultant prior 
to jumping to medical devices in 
1996 

“Candidly, I'd have made a ton 
more money if I'd stayed in tele- 
coms, no question about it,” Feicht 
said. “But | don't like cancer.” 

Her friends who were forming 
IBt “were looking for a marketing 
person they could trust,” she said. 
“One that they could trust and one 
who would quit a paying job and 
pay to work, So, | paid to work for 
a year or two and it worked out. 

“People would ask, ‘Why are you 
doing this?’ I'd tell them, ‘I don't 
like cancer and | don't think doc- 
tors have good tools and if I can 
make a little bit of a difference, | 
want to.” 

With her ability to slide into cul- 
tures (She's fluent in Turkish and 
enjoys words like “keyif,"—which 
is roughly, a sense of inner harmo- 
ny), Feicht also is a poster kid for 
parlaying a liberal arts education 
into a life-altering and rewarding 
career. In case you're wondering, 
“Bizim" translates to “Ours.” 

Obviously, she and lain have a 
high degree of affection for their 
trim (and hardily over-engineered) 
Swedish made ship. And her affec- 
tion for Turkey is such that their 
wedding vows were celebrated by 
Turkish customs: henna tattoos 
dancing and music. Her Scottish 
mother-in-law followed tradition 
by placing a gold coin in Ruth's 
palm 

While she's learned her way 
around a lot of air and seaports 
starting with Finland at 16 
Turkey's pull on Feicht is evident 
when she speaks about it 


“Turkey resonates with my soul, 
and I can't tell you why, but it 
does. It doesn't with everybody— 
but I'm happy. It's so mixed and it's 
so accepting of being a mix. That's 
what I like the best,” she said. As a 
kid, she thought she just liked 
country-hopping in general. 

“Then | went to a bunch of other 
countries and they were nice, 
nothing bad about them, but 
Turkey's better—for me,” she said. 

Dean of Students Emerita Gué 
Hudson ‘68 called Feicht a remark- 
able woman who goes at life full 
tilt. Not long after Hudson retired, 
she and her husband went to visit 
Feicht. 

“Ruth is very passionate about 
people and places she loves," 
Hudson said. “And Turkey is one 
of her passions. 

“Bill and | had the great fortune 
of having Ruth and lain show us 
Turkey. They were wonderful and 
taught us to love Turkey and her 
people as much as they do,” 
Hudson said. 

While Feicht’s tendency to seek 
out new things and challenge her- 
self was probably ingrained before 
she entered Agnes Scott, her edu- 
cation and Carden’s influence 
probably strengthened her inclina- 
tion to be inquisitive, forthright, 
and analytical. 

On the surface some of Feichts 
challenges are risks—like the leap 
to a start-up company, or the deci- 
sion to take on the Atlantic in a 
comparatively tiny vessel. 

But the same way she planned to 
keep fresh ginger and Bonine (her 
“serious drug’) on board to battle 
seasickness, she and lain acquired 
a radical ship-monitoring device 
that specifically identifies ships by 
name, which was essential in 
avoiding the close call described 
earlier. At the time, it wasn't avail- 
able in the states. Feicht is adven- 
turous, but doesn't fly by the seat 
of her pants too often with things 
of importance. She also respects 
her weaknesses and factors beyond 
her control, while still relying on 
instinct. 

She and lain read and researched 
and talked with other sailors who 
knew from experience. Timing was 
everything in late spring to decide 
their route, she said. 

“The Azores High controls all of 
the weather in the North Atlantic 
and it was really late settling in 
last year," she said. “It didn't really 
settle in, but what that means is 
you get tons of storms, that's why 
you wait, because you don't want 
to be out there in big, nasty 
Atlantic storms.” 

In the end, they went against 
convention in a combination of 
research and reading the unchar- 
acteristic weather. Instead of hew- 
ing north like all the books said, 
they hugged a South route. They 
ended up having “three days of 
gale," but made it. 

“The weather does not read the 
forecast, never has at all," Feicht 
said. “I've never won against 
Mother Nature, I'm sure, but | did 
not get crushed by her.” 

In addition to intellect, Feicht 
also brings loyalty to play; despite 
her global tendencies, she's spot- 
ted fairly regularly on campus 
whether attending Alumnae 
Weekend or being a presenter at 
student Awards Convocation

"In addition to the fact that 
Nottingham has the greatest con- 
centration of pubs, bars and 
restaurants in the E.U., I'm plan- 
ning to go to law school—so hav- 
ing an international human rights 
background is pretty much exactly 
what I need.

ing of Dr. William Griffin 
earlier this year on Aug. 26, we 
would like to highlight the 
remarkable legacy the Griffin fam- 
ily created in memory of their 
daughter, Elizabeth, an Agnes 
Scott alumna 

Beth Griffin ‘97 died at age 22 

after contracting a macaque-born 
3 virus in the course of her post 
grad research at Emory’s Yerkes 
Primate Center. Following her 
death, her family formed the 
Elizabeth R. Griffin Foundation to 
provide education on safe 
research processes and prevent 
the spread of zoonotic disease 
among those involved in research 
involving animals. Since 2000 
the foundation has provided more 
than $800,000 in professional 
research and bio-safety training 
grants and at least $40,000 in 
educational materials to institu 
tions and organizations involved 
in laboratory animal research 
Another $80,000 has gone toward 
undergraduate and graduate 
research internships and extern 
ships, including an annual intern 
ship specifically for Agnes Scott

BERTIE BOND *53: SHE SHED A RARE LIGHT 


ary Alverta “Bertie” Bond ‘53 

was secretary to four ASC 
presidents, and as such was a stick- 
ler, no doubt about it. But she was 
also a loyal sister, daughter, class- 
mate and friend known to wield a 
deft and wicked sense of humor. 

Following her death Oct. 31, 

hundreds of students and col- 
leagues she befriended during 34 
years as administrative assistant in 
the president's office found Agnes 
Scott slightly diminished without 
her. A memorial service was held 
Novy. 7 in Presser Hall, on a 
Saturday afternoon in the middle 


of Family Weekend. Several atten- 


dees observed how Bond would 
have enjoyed having her celebra- 
tion on a beautiful fall day with 
the campus in full swing. 
Throughout her career and retire- 
ment, Bond lived within walking 
distance of the college. 

Those giving eulogies included 
former college Trustee J. Wallace 
Daniel III, the Rev. Dr. Julia T. 
Gary, dean of the college emerita, 
and Gué P. Hudson ‘68, dean of 
students emerita. 

Bond's perfectionism and sense 
of decorum were exercised 
because she believed so strongly 
in representing Agnes Scott well; 
if a meeting, publication or event 
was done in the college's name, it 
was held to her high standard. 

"She was a tough grader and not 
given to effusive praise,’ Hudson 
recalled. "My most treasured 
moments with Bertie would be 
when she said ‘Well, chum, that 
was well done!’ For Bertie that 
was five-star praise! Nothing was 
better than that for me.” 

So it is fitting that Bond is the 
only staff member to receive 
emerita status upon retirement. 
However, she never quit her asso- 
ciation with Agnes Scott. In 1998 
she was honored by the Alumnae 
Association as Outstanding 
Alumna for Service to the 
College, in recognition of her 
work in organizing the inaugura- 
tion of Mary Brown Bullock ‘66, 
the college's seventh president 

Back in the days of manual type- 
writers, perfection was hard. 
Documents were struck by metal 
keys and CC still meant carbon 
copy. The president's office had 
mountains of correspondence and 
official college documents. 

None left Bond's office adorned 


with Wite-Out. 


“Bertie was a perfectionist,’ Gary 
said. “Things simply were typed 
again.” And when files were physi- 
cal rather than virtual, organiza- 
tion was a little trickier. Bond's 
answer: Post-it Notes, a lot of 
them. 

“Her addiction was not to alco- 
hol or gambling,” Gary said. 
“Bertie was addicted to these little 
yellow Post-its.” It was an addic- 
tion that continued into retire- 
ment. Even her hospital room 
“was likewise peppered with Post- 
its.” Phone numbers, doctors and 
nurses names, and “notes from 
Bertie to Bertie for things to be 
done,” Gary said. “I wish I had 
bought stock in the Post-it com- 
pany.” 

About 50 years ago, Gary moved 
into an apartment that adjoined 
Bond's, across the street from the 
college on McDonough Street. 
Bond and long-time friends Kate 
McKemie and Kay Manuel later 
migrated to Candler Street, where 
the group created traditions 
including Saturday "Bring Your 
Own Steak” Night. 

At work and beyond Bond made 
friends easily, Gary said. Everyone 
on campus liked her because “she 
was loyal and sincere and compas- 
sionate.” Those qualities earned 
tender care from her Agnes Scott 
family during her illness. She 
never wanted for meals, rides to 
the doctor or good company. 

“No one could possibly have 
done more than Gué Hudson and 
her transportation assistant, Susan 
Thomas ['66],” Gary said. 

"She had an extraordinary loyal- 
ty to Agnes Scott," Bullock told 
the Atlanta Journal-Constitution. “And 
she had an admirable sense of 
decorum. If you wanted to know 
how to do something the right 
way, whether it was a ceremony 
or policy, she had good judgment 
about institutions. | knew her as a 
neighbor as well. She was a con- 
stant in the college community.’ 

At Bonds retirement party in 
1994, about 300 people crowded 
in to say farewell. 

The insider joke (and tribute) 
was to show up wearing pearls 
and gloves, Hudson said. 

"We ended the party with the 
song from the musical, “Bye-Bye, 
Bertie,” she said. “And there was 
not a dry eye in Rebekah.”

| Lightman’ Harpswell Foun 


hen best-selling author and 

physicist Alan Lightman 

visited Agnes Scott this fall, 
he was pleasantly surprised by the stu- 
dents he met. 

“I've been to a lot of colleges and 
universities in the U.S., maybe 150 
or more, and I've never found stu- 
dents who are so committed to 
public service—who had such a 
social consciousness as I've found 
here at Agnes Scott,” Lightman 
said. "I'm extremely impressed.” 

Lightman, an adjunct MIT pro- 
fessor and author of this year's offi- 
cial first-year reading, Einsteins 
Dreams, visited campus as a “schol- 
ar in residence.” During his stay, 
he visited classrooms, talked with 
students and faculty, gave several 
talks and took questions from first- 
years about Einsteins Dreams. 

Lightman said he was also 
impressed by Agnes Scott's newly 
created Women's Global 
Leadership Center and said its 
mission fits well with the mission 
of the Harpswell Foundation, a 
foundation he founded to help 
educate and empower young 
Cambodians. Lightman is explor- 
ing partnership opportunities with 
the Center, including sending 
Cambodian students to study at 
Agnes Scott and receiving Agnes 
Scott students in Cambodia in 
return.

"I'm excited about the potential 
there,” Lightman said. 

Lightman’s passion for empower- 
ing the less fortunate through edu- 
cation began when he visited 
Cambodia with a friend in 2003. 
While there, he was approached in 
a small village by a few desperate 
women who held out their babies 
and cried, “Please build us a 
school!" 

“That was a direct request; that's 
sort of like seeing a car wreck 
right in front of you. What do you 
do?" he said. “Since | have been 
involved in the education business 
for a lot of my life, I felt like it was 
something | could contribute to. | 
made a pledge to the people in 
that village that | would help them 
build a school.” 

“| was extremely moved by how 
hopeful and resilient the people 


there were despite the tragic histo- 
ry and the poverty,” Lightman 
added. 

When Lightman returned from 
his trip, he began fundraising to 
make good on his promise. The 
four-room school was completed 
in 2005, and the foundation has 
since expanded its efforts in the 
village, called Tramung Chrum, to 
include agricultural projects, the 
building of a motorcycle repair 
shop owned and managed by the 
villagers and a health care program 
to provide transportation and 
funds for villagers to receive med- 
ical care in a neighboring area. 

About a year later, Lightman was 
again compelled to act when he 
met Veasna Chea, a Cambodian 
woman in her early 30s. She told 
him that when she'd attended law 
school in Phnom Penh, Cambodia, 
she was forced to live under a 
building for four years with several 
other women because their school 
didn't provide living quarters for 
students. 

While male Cambodia students 
could stay in one of the many 
Buddhist temples near the univer- 
sity, as was the tradition, women 
could not. It was also considered 
unsafe, she said, for women to live 
alone or with other women in an 
apartment due to the very real 
danger of being kidnapped and 
sold into prosti- 

tution. 

She and the 
other women 
were deter- 
mined to attend 
college despite 
the setback. 

They lived in a 
six-foot crawl space designed to 
keep the building elevated in case 
of flood. They washed up at the 
school sink about once a week. 

“For the simple reason of not 
having a place to live, young 
women from the provinces, that is 
living outside of Phnom Penh— 
which is about 90 percent of the 
population of Cambodia, can't get 
higher education. So we both 
agreed that what was badly need- 
ed were dormitories for women 
attending college, where they 
would be safe,” Lightman said. 

The dormitory in Phnom Penh 
was completed in 2003 and was 
the first in the country. Harpswell's 
Dormitory and Leadership Center 
for Women, with gates and 24- 
hour security, provides room and 
board and training for women 
attending seven different universi- 


dation Invests in Women 


ties in the city. 

The goal of the project, said 
Lightman, is to create Cambodia's 
future leaders—women with the 
leadership skills and drive to 
change their country for the bet- 
ter. Cambodia's tragic history, 
including the killing of much of 
the country’s educated class in the 
1970s, as well as the dearth of 
opportunities available to women, 
emphasize the country’s great need 
for better educated women. 

"We're not there to help all the 
poor people in the country; that 
need is too great. We're there to 
create leaders who can help the 
people,” Lightman said. 

Top female students are recruited 
from all over Cambodia by the 
foundation and given training in 
critical thinking, international 
events and leadership when not 
attending their university classes. 
The dormitory houses 36 students, 
but a new second, larger dormito- 
ry will house 48 students and 
includes a library, computer lab 
and conference center. 

Since the first Harpswell dormi- 
tory was built, the Royal 
University of Phnom Penh has 
built one dormitory for students, 
and progress to address female stu- 
dents’ housing needs has been 
encouraging though a bit slow, 
Lightman said. 

When the second dormitory is 
completed, Lightman is consider- 
ing additional facilities in the city, 
or, more ambitiously, to take the 
concept to another developing 
nation. 

One of the most important 
lessons he's learned from his pro- 
jects in Cambodia, Lightman said, 
is that visiting a country and tak- 
ing time to learn about its needs is 
invaluable. 

“To help a developing country, 
you really need to go there and 
listen to what the need is. There's 
no way, from just reading about 
Cambodia from the U.S., | would 
have known that the critical obsta- 
cle preventing women from higher 
education is not having a place to 
live. It is the weak link in the 
chain, and the only way that I 
would know that is to go there 
and listen to people like Veasna,” 
Lightman said. 

“Don't go to a country with pre- 
conceived notions about what that 
place needs. Listen to people talk 
and hear what they say they 
need,” he added.

Banks doesn't have firm post-graduation plans 
yet, but said she would like to eventually write 
and edit children’s books. Whether she decides 
to apply for a Fulbright scholarship, go to grad 
school, or head for the workforce, Banks said 
she believes after leaving Agnes Scott, she will 
be prepared for any of those possibilities. 

“Without financial aid | would not be a 
Scottie,” Banks said.

ON CAMPUS 
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were the Board of Regents, Board of 
Corrections, Board of Natural 
Resources, Board of Human Resources, 
Growth Strategies Commission, and 
the Quality Basic Education 
Commission. 

“These are all policy-making boards 
that give citizens input into their state 
government. It was always very satis- 
fying to make a good match and see 
Boards operating in the proper way," 
Phillips said. “One of the Governors 
directives to me was to increase the 
number of women and minorities on 
the State Boards and Commissions and 
this we did. It was a good feeling.” 

Working at the capital revealed to 
her a keen need for children's advo- 
cates in the legislature. Because 
Scottish Rite and Egelston Children's 
Hospitals were separate at that time, 
they often ended up competing for 
funding. Phillips got an education in 
the difficulties of obtaining and main- 
taining funding for their budgets. 
When Governor Harris’ term ended in 
1992, she was asked to join the Board 
of Trustees of Scottish Rite Hospital 
and served for many years as the 
Chairman of the Advocacy and 
Legislative Committee. 

“It had become very clear to me and 
others on the Board that a merger 
between the two hospitals would best 
serve the interests of children,” Phillips 
said. After the two eventually joined 
forces, Phillips became chairman of 
the Advocacy and Legislative 
Committee for the newly created 
Children’s Healthcare of Atlanta. 

“She championed improved access 
for medical care for children through 
improvements to the Medicaid and 
Peachcare programs and helped suc- 
cessfully shepherd injury prevention 
initiatives such as increasing the age 
requirements for car seat usage for 
children," said James E. Tally, Ph.D., 
president and CEO of Children's 
Healthcare. “Grace also worked tire- 
lessly to advocate for proper nutrition 
and led the launch of Children’s obesi- 
ty prevention program. She has left a 
legacy for children and their health 
and well being.” 

“It gives me great pleasure to see 
what a strong, nationally recognized 
center of medical excellence for chil- 
dren that Children's Healthcare of 
Atlanta has become today,” Phillips 
said. 

After serving on the hospital board 
until 2004, Phillips retired to better 
serve another of her passions: history. 
A history and political science major 
who believes that “the truths of history 
are far more interesting than fiction,” 
she was well-suited to become presi- 
dent of the Georgia Historical Society. 

“Her keen intellect, understanding of 
our state's past, and sound judgment 
have all helped to position the Society 
as the leader in preserving and inter- 
preting Georgia's history,” said 
Executive Director W. Todd Grace, 
Ph.D. “It is amazing to me that she has 
given so much of herself to the com- 
munity, while at the same time balanc- 
ing the duties and responsibilities of 
her career with those of a mother and 
grandmother.” 


“It is important to read of hardships 
and triumphs of the past so we do not 
become too discouraged about the 
present and we can maintain hope for 
the future,” Phillips said. (She's also 
worked with the Georgia Trust for 
Historic Preservation.) “We have been 
in crises before, and we likely will be 
again, but by studying what has hap- 
pened in the past, we better prepare 
ourselves for the future.” 

Phillips also served on the boards of 
the Florence Crittenton Home, the 
Metropolitan Atlanta Crime 
Commission, Georgia Executive 
Women's Network and the Kiwanis 
Club of Atlanta. 

“| did not start out, or try, to win any 
awards. | was just following what my 
father told me to do: Try to make the 
community in which you live a little 
better than you found it,” Phillips said. 
“| have been blessed with a lot of ener- 
gy and | have tried to put it to good 
use.”

Pam Westmoreland 
Sholar ’72 
Distinguished Career 


ree elements distinguish the career 
of Pam Westmoreland Sholar '72 as 
an oncologist—patient care, love of 

home and concern for the environment. 
Her interest in the environment drew from 
a desire to prevent some of the causes of 
cancer she saw in her hometown patients. 

Sholar grew up in Mooresville, N.C., 
the long-time home of her family. 
When considering colleges, a family 
friend's recommendation at a lunch 
counter in Charlotte piqued her inter- 
est in attending Agnes Scott. 

When she arrived on campus, Sholar 
pursued her natural curiosity for scien- 
tific research. At that point, she hadn't 
considered becoming a physician, but 
she definitely enjoyed working in the 
lab. 

“Back then in high school no one 
ever told you, you could become a 
doctor,” Sholar said. 

Dr. Marion Clark was among several 
professors who sparked her interest in 
research, Sholar said, and she worked 
on laboratory-based projects at Emory 
University during the summer. 

As graduation approached, though, 
Sholar grew to miss her hometown. 
She decided to move back there after 
graduation and pursue a career in tex- 
tile research. 

Sholar married and settled in, but 
medicine found its way into her life. 
Her husband, Norman, was diagnosed 
with cancer while still in his 20s, and 
the couple spent months in cancer 
treatment. Sholar's scientific curiosity 
resurfaced as she learned about poten- 
tial treatments for her husband's dis- 
ease. 

Sholar had already considered going 
to medical school and when her hus- 
band died she made the final decision. 
The hard lessons taught by her hus- 
bands illness made her determined to 
make the process easier for other 
patients. 

“The doctors weren't comfortable 
with discussing death. I felt like it was 


important to discuss it with patients so 
they can prepare—to have an open 
and honest discussion,” Sholar said. 

Sholar attended Duke University's 
School of Medicine and later, the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, to specialize 
in hematology and oncology. She then 
conducted cancer research at the 
National Cancer Institute. Sholar's 
research was published in the Journal 
of Analytical Chemistry, American 
Journal of Medicine, The John 
Hopkins Medical Journal and the 
Annals of Internal Medicine. 

But Sholar's hometown pulled her 
back again. She'd heard that there was 
only one oncologist in the community 
and thought there was a need for a 
second. So in 1986, Sholar moved 
back to the area to practice medicine. 

“My tie with the land was strong,” 
Sholar said. “It pulled me back.” She 
currently lives in a historic home she 
restored and it has been named an 
Iredell Historic Landmark. 

Sholar has since created a thriving 
oncology practice in the neighboring 
town of Statesville, and expanded to 
include additional physicians. She and 
her brother, Dr. Henry Westmoreland, 
were the first brother and sister to be 
named Fellows in the American 
College of Physicians concurrently, in 
1996. 

Sholar works hard and long hours 
and is a patient advocate. She is 
encouraged by the amazing strides in 
the cancer treatment over the past few 
years. 

"This is one of the most exciting 
times in oncology. Being able to tailor 
therapy to a particular cancer is very 
exciting—we've made a lot of 
progress,” she said. 

Sholar's service to her hometown 
doesn't end with her patients. Since 
returning to practice medicine in the 
1980s, she's also taken up several envi- 
ronmental causes in her area and used 
her influence as a physician to help 
change opinions. In 1989, she joined a 
protest to halt the construction of a 
hazardous waste facility in the area, 
and the group succeeded. She chairs a 
group that regulates hazardous waste 
issues and pushed the county to adopt 
a hazardous waste ordinance. Sholar 
also works with grassroots organiza- 
tions and chaired a committee that 
focused on the clean up efforts for a 
Superfund site contaminated with 
DDT. In addition, she drove efforts to 
leave thousands of acres of land in the 
area undeveloped, and personally 
donated 60 acres of land for a wildlife 
refuge. 

Whether fighting for her patients or 
for the environment, Sholar said her 
time at Agnes Scott played a funda- 
mental role in shaping the woman she 
became. 

“Agnes Scott has been an integral 
part of my life. It takes intelligence 
and persistence to become a doctor, 
and Agnes Scott helped with both. It 
taught me to think independently and 
methodically reason things out.”

3. They can talk with anyone. 

4. They can write clearly and persuasively and movingly. 

5. They can solve a variety of puzzles and problems. 

6. They respect rigor not so much for its sake but as a 

way of seeking truth. 

7. They practice humility, tolerance and self-criticism. 

8. They understand how to get things done in the world. 

9. They nurture and empower the people around them. 

10. They follow E.M. Forster's injunction from Howard’ 

End: “Only Connect ..." 

Spend a few days on the Agnes Scott campus and you 
will see exactly what Cronon means. Our students are 
abuzz with new experiences that connect them to a larger 
world, connections that challenge, excite and enlarge their 
minds, hearts and lives. 

I relish the chance to witness these connections. | heard 
students who just returned from “Literary Ireland,” a Global 
Connections trip (with Professors Christine Cozzens and 
Willie Tolliver) relay their joy and excitement about rela- 
tionships they discovered between Irish literature, history, 
politics and landscape. | saw students quiz environmentalist 
David Orr about everything from tax incentives for solar 
energy to the difference between hope and optimism. 
Mental sparks flew as they linked campus sustainability 
efforts to the global challenge of confronting climate 
change. | heard the pride in alumna and astronomy 
Professor Amy Lovell's voice as she recounted how, at 
Duke's recent Southeast Conference for Undergraduate 
Women in Physics, she discovered that Agnes Scott had 
the largest student delegation there. 

Agnes Scott's superb faculty is, of course, essential to 
making these connections possible. But so are our alumnae 
and friends.

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Barbara Byrd Gaines ’77 


Service to the College 


rowing up amidst Georgias 

final days of segregation, 

Barbara Byrd Gaines '77 learned 
a lot about being an outsider. But she 
also learned how to move past feelings 
of loneliness and isolation in order to 
help pave the way for African- 
American students who followed her to 
what were, at the time, overwhelm- 
ingly white schools. 

Gaines grew up in Kennesaw, 
Ga., where her family was only 
one of a handful of African- 
American families in town. She 
didn't attend the nearest school but 
was instead bused to an African- 
American school in a neighboring 
town. Late in elementary school, 
however, desegregation began and 
Gaines was transferred to the pri- 
mary school close to home, which 
had previously been all white. 

“It was definitely a culture shock,” 
Gaines said. 

Instead of becoming defensive or 
angry, Gaines said she drew upon 
the good advice of her father, a 
Baptist minister, and her mother. 

“They taught me that no matter 
how people treat you, you have 
the responsibility to treat them 
kindly,” Gaines said. 

Gaines was similarly in the 
minority during her middle and 
high school years, but adjusted to 
the environment and made many 
friends. However, her success was 
at times a double-edged sword, 
Gaines said, as other African- 
American students who were trans- 
ferred to the school were some- 
times inspired but also puzzled or 
even resentful of her comfort with 
white schoolmates. 

By the time Gaines started her 
first year at Agnes Scott in 1974, 
she entered a now familiar situa- 
tion—she was one of 13 African- 
American students on campus of 
about 600 students. 

That was one of the things that 
made it easier. | was used to being 
a minority,” Gaines said. “But the 
relationships | formed were good 
ones.” 

Gaines fell in love with the col- 
lege and immediately threw herself 
into campus life. She served on the 
Judicial Board, Arts Council, 
became a residence hall assistant 
and joined the Inter-dormitory 
Council, eventually serving as 
president. 

A few years after graduation, 
Gaines was asked to serve on the 


Agnes Scott Alumnae Association 
Board. At first she hesitated, but 
then realized she would be passing 
up an important chance to have 
someone of color serve on the 
board. 

“It was an opportunity to have my 
voice heard. | decided that | want- 
ed to speak out so the college 
could hear a different voice,” 
Gaines said. “And when | first 
started, | wasn't sure how it would 
go. But, I was heard, and | felt 
accepted and invigorated.” 

In her early days on the board, 
Gaines said there was an adjust- 
ment period, both for herself and 
other board members. She some- 
times felt tense after meetings, 
frustrated that board members 
didn't understand her views or the 
needs of African-American stu- 
dents and alumnae. But she 
patiently worked on both under- 
standing others and being under- 
stood. 

“There was no one of African- 
American descent who could just 
jump in behind me. | knew it was 
up to me, and it kept me coming 
back,” Gaines said. 

But those were mostly isolated 
incidents. Overall, Gaines said she 
felt very respected and encouraged 
by the Agnes Scott community. 

Gaines’ positive experiences on 
the Alumnae Board were the start 
of 20 years of dedicated service to 
the college and its alumnae. In 
addition to serving as president of 
the Alumnae Board from 2004 
until 2006, she's been an admission 
volunteer (helping to recruit 
prospective students) and chair of 
the Alumnae Board's development 
and alumnae/student relations 
committees. She also led the alum- 
nae/student committee on diversity 
and inclusion from 2002 until 
2004, the period when the Black 
Alumnae Network was formed, 
along with mentoring programs for 
students of color. Gaines is also an 
Agnes Scott College Trustee and 
served as her class fund chair for 
the annual fund from 2002 until 
2007. 

Gaines, now a Senior Project 
Manager and skilled Speaker, 
Facilitator and Presentation Coach 
in her own company, Bright Star 
Speakertainment, said her consis- 
tent goal since graduation has been 
to make Agnes Scott an even bet- 
ter place for women of color—a 
place where they could feel just as 
empowered and encouraged as she 
had when she'd attended the col- 
lege. Gaines’ pride and faith in the 


college grew larger when her 
daughter, Bevin, graduated in 
2005, with a major in business and 
economics and a minor in Spanish. 
Gaines was delighted to be the 
alumnae speaker who welcomed 
Bevin and her class into the 
Alumnae Association at com- 
mencement ceremonies. 

In the past decade, the college 
has achieved a multicultural stan- 
dard other institutions see as a 
model. The student body is now 
varied along socioeconomic, racial 
and geographical lines. 

| look at the diversity we have 
on campus now, and | feel like it's a 
lot closer to where it should be,” 
Gaines said. “It's brought a rich- 
ness to campus that was needed 
and the college has embraced it.”

Karen Anderson ’90 
Outstanding Young Alumna 


lo say that Karen Anderson '90 

has accomplished a lot in the 20 

years since she earned her 
bachelors in economics and political 
science is a serious understatement. 
Her career also effectively crushes the 
hard-to-kill myth that poli-sci majors 
are doomed to underemployment. Her 
resume includes the entry, “White 
House Staff.” Twice. 

Soon after President Barack 
Obama assumed office, Anderson 
was appointed chief of staff for the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 
Her entry into politics, however, 
began before she left Agnes Scott; 
she moved from president of the 
student government association to 
interning with the Georgia 
Democratic Party. 

“| graduated on the weekend and 
started work that Monday,” 
Anderson said, although a political 
career had not been part of her ini- 
tial post-graduation plans. “I 
thought that | would take my econ 
degree and be an actuary or a bank 
branch trainee manager.” 

A few weeks before graduation, 
Anderson found a flyer in the 
Career Planning office from the 
1988 Democratic Convention. 
Intrigued, she took the two-year- 
old handbill to Amy Schmidt, then 
director of career services, who 
offered to place a call for her. 
Although summer internships had 
been filled, Anderson was told the 
party would be willing to consider 
her. 


“That's the part of Agnes Scott 
that you don't get in other places, 
where the director of career ser- 
vices would stop her day and place 
a cold call for you to help create 
an internship that doesn't even 
exist,” Anderson said. “The inti- 
mate hands-on experience that | 
had at Agnes Scott was a really 
important part of motivating me, 
giving me confidence and prepar- 
ing me for what has been a lot of 
different jobs that required incredi- 
bly different skill sets.” 

After a paid internship with the 
Georgia Democratic Party, 
Anderson was hired full time. 
When Zell Miller was nominated 
for governor, the newly appointed 
Democratic Party chair, Ed Sims, 
made her director of special pro- 
jects. Then, as the 1992 election 
with democratic nominee Bill 
Clinton drew closer, she became 
political director. 

“Given that | was a 24-year-old 
woman, it was pretty surreal,” 
Anderson said. 

Although Anderson enjoyed her 
job and saw great opportunities 
there, she still wanted to pursue a 
law degree. But a few weeks later, 
the chair of the state party 
phoned: she was being offered a 
job in the White House. 

Anderson could not refuse the 
opportunity to work in the capital. 
“l put off law school, packed my 

little Volkswagen, went to D.C. 
and ended up staying there for sev- 
eral years, which was just an amaz- 
ing experience.” 

After serving as a regional coordi- 
nator in the Office of Political 
Affairs, she was offered a position 
in the National Economic Council 
by director Laura Tyson. Anderson 
told Tyson she intended to take 
time off to earn a graduate degree 
and Tyson agreed this was wise. 
She suggested Harvard's Kennedy 
School of Government. 

Before Anderson applied, though, 
the White House sent her to 
Florida to work with the Summit 
of the Americas. 

“| hadn't taken the GREs and I 
remember sitting in my hotel 
room, on hotel stationery, with a 
ball point pen, writing my essay 
and filling out the Kennedy School 
application.” Anderson said that 
she attached a note asking Harvard 
to consider her application even 
though she couldn't take the grad- 
uate school exams until she 
returned from Florida. The 
Kennedy School obliged and 
Anderson was eventually accepted. 


After receiving her masters, a for- 
mer colleague from the Georgia 
Democratic party called, asking if 
she would consider returning to 
D.C. to help launch an office spe- 
cializing in government relations. 
Anderson was excited to be asked 
and became a Senior Policy 
Advisor at the law firm, Long, 
Aldridge and Norman. 

"My life is full of not having 
thought out my path and things 
just happening,” Anderson said. “It 
has been an interesting ride, but it 
has not been a strategic or planned 
progression of jobs.” She explained 
that a few years later, Citigroup 
approached her for a vice president 
position overseeing state and local 
government relations. 

While at Citigroup, Anderson 
married and had her first child. 
The job required heavy travel and 
she began considering a job with 
more work-family balance. As luck 
would have it, another former col- 
league invited her to join a newly- 
launched economic policy group 
called The Hamilton Project, 
housed at the Brookings 
Institution. 

“| was so happily working there 
and then Obama won the nomina- 
tion and suddenly, everybody at 
The Hamilton Project was getting 
hired to go into the administra- 
tion,” Anderson said. In no hurry 
to give up her newfound work-life 
balance, she at first refused an offer 
to join the White House staff, but 
the opportunity won out and she 
said yes. 

Anderson spent the next year as 
chief of staff for the Council of 
Economic Advisers, where she 
helped build and manage a staff of 
35 economists to analyze econom- 
ic strategies for the administration. 

“| was turning 41 years old and in 
this very stressful job and we 
ended up getting pregnant,” 
Anderson said. “I left the White 
House in November.” 

“I've had a lot of jobs and the 
thing that | want more than any- 
thing in the world is just to have 
some good quality time to spend 
being a mom.” 

As for what's next for this 
Outstanding Young Alumna, she 
plans to help re-launch The 
Hamilton Project this spring. “But,” 
she says, “I will be doing it with 
baby in tow.”

Eat Pray Love Author Speaks at Agnes Scott, New Book is #1 Bestseller 


Elizabeth Gilbert Warms Up to Commitment 


ournalist and New York Times bestselling 
Be Elizabeth Gilbert spoke to a 
packed house in Agnes Scott College's 
Presser Hall in January—the same week her 
new book, Committed: A Skeptic Makes Peace 
With Marriage, was published. 

Millions of Americans, including Oprah 
Winfrey, fell in love with Gilbert's honest, 
visceral writing in the wildly successful 
memoir Eat, Pray, Love. She chronicled a 
messy divorce at age 31 that left her with 
crippling bouts of depression. To answer 
that, she embarked on a pilgrimage through 
Italy, India and Indonesia. Part self-help, 
part travel narrative, the book has been 
translated into more than 30 languages; the 
motion picture starring Julia Roberts is due 
for release this summer. 

Committed picks up where Eat, Pray, Love left 
off, with Gilbert finding happiness again 
thanks to “Felipe,” her former Brazilian 
sweetheart we met in her memoir. (They're 
now wed, hence the new book's title.) 

Gilbert's appearance was full of both light 
and dark moments, but her down-to-earth 
nature was apparent as she fielded questions 
from the audience. When asked what the 
hardest part of marriage was this time, 
Gilbert responded, “I would say the only dif- 
ficulty is giving up my traveling freedom.” 

Gilbert talked at length about Felipe, a 


Brazilian 18 years her senior who lived in 
Bali, where their romance first 

blossomed. Felipe had also been married 
previously; they agreed early to never par- 
take in the binding institution of matrimo- 
ny. They also decided to leave Indonesia for 
the suburbs of Philadelphia. 

As an Australian citizen, Felipe left the 
United States every three months for a few 
weeks in order to not violate the terms of 
his visa waiver. On that style of fragmented 
domesticity, Gilbert said, “Ninety days is 
perfect for two divorcees.” 

However, the terms of their relationship 
changed when they were “sentenced to 
wed,” as Gilbert put it. Felipe's frequent 
overseas trips had been scrutinized by the 
watchful eye of the Department of 
Homeland Security. 

He was taken into custody at the Dallas- 
Fort Worth Airport and interrogated for six 
hours, which resulted in his deportation. 
Before they were separated, DHS officials 
informed the couple that the fastest (and 
possibly only) way for them to stay togeth- 
er was to get married. Though previously 
unwilling to give marriage a second go 
round, it became obvious that they must in 
order to stay together. 

As Gilbert described the fear and uncer- 
tainty that surrounded the separation, heavy 


silence filled the 
room that only an 
hour earlier had 
reverberated with 
laughter when 
Gilbert asked the 
audience to go out 
and buy Committed in 
order to kick Sarah 
Palin off the best- 
seller list, “for the 
good of the nation.” 
She also bemoaned 
the great expecta- 
tions that marriage 
poses, since each 
partner expects the 
other to fulfill 
some void within 
them, a lofty goal 
that she stressed is not always possible. 
“Love limits as well as expands. Being able 
to release and bind one another constantly 
is what constitutes a relationship,” she said. 
Gilbert's other books include Pilgrims, a col- 
lection of short stories and The Last American 
Man, an account of the life of Eustace 
Conway—a modern-day Daniel Boone who 
left home at the age of 17 to live off the 
land in the Appalachian Mountains and has 
done so ever since.

9 Ni I first walked onto Agnes Scott's campus in 2006 as a ner- 
vous yet eager prospective student, | was awestruck by the 
knowledge that those who had come before me were now doing fan- 
tastic things all around the world. They were serving as educators 
songwriters and performers, CEOs of nationally recognized corpora- 
tions and prominent jurists. Despite knowing all this, it was difficult 
for me to envision this vast network of ambitious, spunky women. 

Three years later, and now just a few months from graduation, | find 
myself a little more able to grasp this extended network of past Scottie 
graduates. For starters, I've had the great pleasure of getting to meet 
quite a few alumnae in person—including one | met thorough our 
shared interest in Sacred Harp singing, Malinda Snow ‘66. (I soon dis- 
covered that she captained the College Bowl team that triumphed 
over Princeton in 1966!) Also, some of my friends who studied abroad 
returned with tales of running into other ASC graduates while in the

However, my most exciting experience to date occurred this January, 
after a cold walk to check my ASC post office box. OK, maybe it real- 
ly began when | started writing letters to an alumna from the class of

One of the very first things that impressed me about Agnes Scott was 
how powerfully the sense of community radiated through everything 
and everyone on my first visit to the campus.

Recent Scholarship Gifts Benefit Current, Future Students 


In recent weeks, Agnes Scott has 
received two gifts from generous 
donors—one an alumna and the 
other a close friend of the col- 
lege—that directly address the 
financial challenges confronting

Recognizing the impact that the 
economic downturn is having on 
families, Catherine “Kitty” Warren 
Dukehart '51 began to wonder if 
the college had students who 
were at risk of having to withdraw 
due to financial hardship.

Dukehart downplays her contri-

Smith college alumna who arrived 
in Atlanta in the ‘60s with her 
husband, Clifford, a longtime 
Coca-Cola executive. 

According to her nephew, Tom 
Shillinglaw, she grew up in New 
York City on Midtown'’s Madison 
Avenue, where her mother was a 
dressmaker to society women. 
Frances was 12 when her mother 
died, and was brought up by her 
brothers, who sent her to the 
esteemed Emma Willard prep 
school for girls. When preparing 
for college, Frances’ first choice 
was the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, but she was told 
“ladies” didn't major in engineer- 
ing. So she attended Smith 
College, where, according to fam- 
ily members, she was not allowed 
to choose the “unfeminine’ major 
of chemistry, either. 

The funds established by 
Dukehart and Shillinglaw illus- 
trate gifts that provide immediate 
and lasting impact on current and 
future students like Kimberly 
Brewer. Expendable scholarships 
can be established with a mini- 
mum gift of $10,000 and endowed 
scholarships with a minimum gift 
of $25,000. 

3ut it's also important to note 
that even smaller gifts provide 
critically needed financial assis- 
tance. More than 30 percent of 
annual fund contributions go 
toward student financial aid. Last 
year, 45 percent of Agnes Scott 
alumnae gave to the annual fund, 
which raised $2.6 million dollars 
for the college's most pressing 
needs, among which is student 
financial assistance.

The Blue Elephant Bookshop, owned by 
Laura Watson Keys '70, exudes the kind of 
community atmosphere often missing in 
today's chain stores and online market-

neighborhoods as well as one about Atlanta 
baseball and another about birds found 
specifically in Georgia. In addition to sup- 
porting the community's reading habits 
Keys does what she can to be involved, too 
buying ads in the Druid Hills High School 
yearbook and donating books for door 
prizes at charity events 

We've gotten un-used to connecting a 
business with a particular person or people 
Keys says. “We think in terms of giant cor- 
porations.

The Blue Elephant Bookshop, located near

"Since its introduction in 1989, 
Kimberlé Crenshaw’s term “inter- 
sectionality” has been employed 
by scholars from across dozens of 
disciplines when theorizing about 
the relationships among systems 
of oppression. Despite its wide- 
spread use, however, the exact 
meaning of the term remains 
unclear,” Hackett writes. She 
sought to introduce an interdisci- 
plinary lexicon to avoid common 
misreading of Crenshaw’s work 
and communicate more precisely 
on intersectionality. 

President Elizabeth Kiss is co- 
editor of the book, Debating Moral 
Education: Rethinking the Role of the 
Modern University, along with J. 
Peter Euben, research professor of 
political science and classical stud- 
ies, and the Kenan Distinguished 
Faculty Fellow in Ethics at Duke 
University. Duke University Press 
published the book in December. 
In the book, renowned scholars 
debate the role of ethics in the 
university, investigating whether 
universities should proactively cul- 
tivate morality and ethics, what 
teaching ethics entails, and what 
moral education should accom- 
plish. 

Assistant Professor and Program 
Director of German Studies 
Gundolf Graml presented the 
paper “Is there a Sound of Europe?

McDougall, who integrated Agnes 
Scott as the first African-American 
student in 1965. McDougall trans- 
ferred after two years, and later 
earned her law degree at Yale, and 
received a MacArthur “genius” 
grant. 

Katherine Smith, assistant pro- 
fessor of art history, presented a 
paper titled, “Building Painting:
